HE Letrers frou the Camp before Gi- 
braltar, confirm the Lofs fuftain’d by the 
Baron de Pointis Squadron: And add, 
that after the Action Admiral Leake fent 
into the Bay 5 Ships, which landed Suc- 
cours, for the Garrifon, of Men, Ammunition, and 
Provifions, and himfelf with 27 Ships proceeded 
Eaftward into the Mediterranean: And that coming 
before Malaga he burnt a French Ship, which ‘us 
faid belong’d to Monfieur de Pointis Squadron ; and 
(as fume fay,) took 5 others, wherher Men of War 
or Merchant Ships is not faid. "Tis not certain that 
the Enemy have fent any Ships with Succours to the 
Duke of Savoy : If their Fleet keep in the Streights 
we {hall be apprehenftve they will make an Attempt 
upon Cadix: Mean time the Departure of the Gal- 
leons for the Weft Indies is become very doubtful. 
Affoon as the Garrifon of Gibraltar had receiv’d their 
Succours, they made 3 Difcharges of their Artillery 
and Mufquets on the Works of the Befiegers ; who 
could not anfwer them for Want of Ammunition : 
The Truth is, the latter are fo diminifh’d by the 
Length of the Siege and the Badnefs of the Weather, 
that ‘tis thought the Befieged are ftronger than they, 
and were they provided witn Horfe might put them 
hard to it. Things ftanding thus, the Marfhal de 
Theffe thought fit to call a Council of War, and we 
learn by the Ingenier Major Monfieur Renaud, (who 
left the Camp the 26th and came hither the 29th,) 
that it was the Judgment of that Council the Sicge 
ought to be rais’d. Upon Advice of which the Coun- 
cils of State and War were twice affembled here in 
the King’s Prefence, and the Refult of their Conful- 
tations wasto refer the Determination of this Point to 
the King of France, and that this Ingenier fhould go 
and make a Verbal Report to him of the State of 
Affairs. Purfuant to which, he fer out Poft for Paris 
the 31ft of laft Month: We takeit for granted here, 
~ there is an abfolutely Neceffity of raifing the 
iege.

Since the Court went to Marli, a Courier ar:iv’d 
from the Grand Prior of France : But the News he 
brought is not made Publick. We prefume he is fener
